President Gomes of Venezuela Foam

PARIS, April 8.— Cipriano Castro, 
one time president of Venezuela, now* 
a sojourner on the Island of Marti­ 
nique, will today receive official no­ 
tice to leave at once and not to land 
again on French 
territory.
